A PLEA FOR THE PRESERVATION 
OF OUR FERNS. 


| "They looked so -beatitiful 
could not resist the temptation to take 
all that I could find.” Such was the 
excuse once given for the ,wholesule 
robbery of an isolated habitat for a 
rare fern by one to whom the secret 
of its abiding-place had 9sc€en entrust- 
ed by a too confiding friend. 

Now, probably, it nev ur occurred to 
this lover of the bea.tifui fern thet 
the action was both a breach of trust 
| and an act of vandalism, It was ail 
the more reprehensible because it nut 
only destroyed the only Known statiou 
|! in that vicinity for one of the most 
lovely ferns, but had deprived .. a too 
confidings*triends of one of tHe: great 
coniforts and enjoyments of her. life.. 

Such ‘ihstances‘ are often” the “result 
of mere thoughtlessness-on the ‘part 
of those who, if they paused to con- 
sidér the results of their action, wouid 
be as ready as any of us to aid in pre- 
serving instead of destroying. 

Now the Society for the Protection 
of Native Plants seeks to educate the 
community in regard to the’ Impor- 
tance of preserving from destruction 
our beautiful wild flowers and ferns, 
for the adornment of nature and the 
enjoyment of all who love tne beauti- 
ful wherever found, first, by ‘the dis- 
semination of such helpful informa- 
| tion as may serve to regulate coliec- 
tions, and, second, by arousing a pubd- 
| lie sentiment favorable to such meas- 
ures as may be necessary to secure 
protection, 

The spirit which animated one who 
walked from his home nine miles and 
back merely to see the Sabbatia grow- 
ing naturally in all its matchiess love- 
liness is what is needed for the pio- 
tection of our rare plants. Then coiti- 
mercial traffic in them would be ais- 
couraged through want of patronage 
by the community, or by legal res- 
traints, while those who needed actuai 
specimens for study could safely ob- 
tain them by knowing how to do so. 

There is seldom an actual necessity 
for taking up a whole plant. One of 
the most remarkable and beautiful fern 
collectors ever seen by the writer was 
| prepared by a Vermont friend of Dr. 
| George G, Kennedy by arranging nat- 
urally on the sheets the fern fronds 
and then vigorously sketching in the 
rootstock, so that the whole presented 
the appearance of a complete plant. 
The lesson to be learned 1s the fact 
that by going about it in the right way 
one can satisfy any reasonable desire 
for herbarium specimens without ex- 
terminating plants. This Is especially 
true of the ferns, where nature has 
provided so generously for an annual 


continuence of life; and one may 
gather mature fronds at the proper 
time freely, without fear for the 


plant's life, if only the crown of frond- 
buds (crosiers) is left undisturbed. The 
fronds may be carefully detached from 
the rootstock, and memoranda deéscrib- 
ing the character of the rvotstock, the 
habitat, and habits of the plant will 
except in special scientific investiga- 
tions, serve all the purposes of the 
herbarium. 

Some ferns, such as the common 
brake, thesensitive fern, and the Dick- 
sonia, seem abundantly able to take 
care of themselves, because the great 
depth in which their rootstocks lie 
serves as a special] protection for thei, 
but the Osmundas, “the ostrich fern, 
and some of the shield ferns are in 
greater danger-of being exterinated ou 
account of the more exposed condition 
of their rootstocks and frond-buds, and 
as they are among the most useful and 
showy of our native ferns they shou'd 
be protected in every possible way. It 
is:said that in England the royal fern 
(Osmunda regalis), the pride of Eng- 
lish fern lovers, is in danger of com- 
plete extermination, as well “as | the 
hart’s tongue gern, an@ the liftle green 
spleenwort (Asplepium viride), through 
the greed of professional collectors and 
impecunious students who seek to eke 
out their expenses by selling «rare 
ferns; ‘and efforts are being made tu 
arouse public sentiment and to preyent 
further depredations. . 

One of the greatest dangers that 
threaten our rarer ferns is frcm the too 
exuberant enthusiasm or fern lovers 
themselyes, who, in their éagerfiess to 
secure specimens, often take away 
whole clumps, and even all there may 
be, without considering that they are 
depriving not only themselves of op- 
portunities for further enjoyment, but 
others who might find equal delight 
in seeing the ferns grow. 

Altogether too little has been said ou 
the importance of preserving our fertis. 
Beautiful as they are, they are less 
beautiful apart from their natural sur- 
} roundings. The Jament of one who 
plucked a beautiful wild flower and 
bore it home, trat it grew less lovely 
as he came to miss the influences of 
its environment,—the aroma of the 
woodlands, the songs of the birds, the 
hum of animated nature, and even the 
very atmosphere that gave so great a 
charm to the flower itself when firs: 
seen,—-was almost pathetic in its truth- 
fulness, 

Well and truly has Mrs. Wright said, 
in her charming book, that the flower 
and fern are a part of nature itself, 
and cannot be torn from it without a 
joss of something irreparable. Even 
some of our larger ferns are becoming 
rare, and appeal: strongly fur protec- 
tion; while many of the smaller ferns, 


such as the Woodsias, the — spleen- 
worts, the bladder ferns and_ the 
oak fern, are not. only becom- 


ing extremely rare, but In some local- 
ities are in danger of complete exter- 
mination. 

The writer's general advice would be, 
wherever any fern grows. sparingly, 
not to disturb the rootstock at all, and 
to gather fronds for specimens oniy 
when the crown of crosierg is, fully 
matured for the next season's growth. 
| By adhering to this simple rule, and 
with the aid of descriptive memoranda, 
the fern student may safely prepare an 
herbarium with the satisfaction of 
knowing that the plants themselves 
will continue to live as long as the 
habitats remain in existance,

A novélty in daily journalism -is 
about to be launched at Detroit in the 
shape of a full fledged newspaper that 
will be supplied. to readers free of 
chatge. The scheme, which is fathered 
by Shelley B. Hutchinson, originator 
of the trading stamp idea, is to sell the 
papers at wholesale to retail merchants 
in competitive lines in small towns as 
well as cities. Each dealer is to have 
exclusive right to furnish the paper 
free in his particular field to all cus- 
tomers. The circulation thus secured 
is expected to make the paper a suc- 
cessful advertising medium. Each pa- 
per will also contain free coupons to 
be used in about the same way as trad- 
ing stamps and also in connection with 
puzzle and essay tests for valuable 
prizes. The paper is to be edited by 
Willis J. Abbott. 


Jersey's Family of Trusts. 

Preliminary tax schedules filed by 
the New Jersey state board of assess- 
ors show that for the year 1903 taxes 
have been levied against 125 New Jer- 
sey corporations, each with an issued 
stock exceeding $10,000,000. Seven of 
these have an issued stock exceeding 
$100,000,000. They are the United 
States Steel corporation, Northern Se- 
curities company, Amalgamated Cop- 
per company, Rock Island company, 
United States Leather company, Inter- 
national Harwester company and the 
International Mercantile Marine com- 
pany. It is estimated that the com- 
plete returns will include nearly 11,000 
corporations, or more than 1,000 in ex- 
cess of the number taxed last year. 
The tax levied amounts to $2,436,910.

Mexican Volcano Sold. 

The formal transfer of Mount Popo- 
catepetl to Captain Charles Holt, rep- 
resenting a New York syndicate, was 
made at Mexico City July 3, the price 
paid being $500,000. Captain Holt and 
associates will develop the sulphur de- 
posits situated in the crater of the vol- 
cano. According to a report, made by 
the Mexican government, the crater con- 
tains 148,000,000 tons of sulphur. The 
supply in the crater is increasing at the 
rate of 1 per cent annually. The new 
owners of the voleano will build a cog 
wheel railroad from the base of the 
mountain to its summit and establish 
a great electric power plant. 


$18,000,000 In Alaskan Gold. 

According to a late report the United 
States assay office at Seattle has re- 
ceived $6,000,000 in gold dtist from the 
mines of Alaska this year. The lowest 
estimate for the gold output of this 
season is $18,000,000.

000. 


Open Shop In Chicago. 

The secretary of the Chicago Em- 
ployers’ association claims that in the 
last three months the open shop move- 
ment has grown to include all the shoe 
and furniture factories, brass and 
chandelier manufacturers and the met- 
al trades.

The Moth Nuisance. 


It isn’t a cheering prospect that 
) comes to our Andover citizens in the 
j arrival of the brown tail Moths in our 
j midst. It doesn’t necessarily follow 
} that the gypsy moths are to come al-o, 
| with their much greater destructiveness, 
| but the pest that is with us is a suf. 
| ficient nuisance, and is bound to make 
/a great deal of trouble before it is 
| destroyed. 

| Some of our good friends are already 
| picturing the foliage of Andover de- 
| spoiled, and vegetation completely 
| blighted, but, bad as the brown. tail 
; moth is, we are reliably informed that 
j most of the damage. done in towns 
south of us, notably Malden, Everett, 
and Medford, is to be charged to the 
brown tail’s first cousin, the gypsy 
moth. One of the most serious dangers 
from the brown tail moth is to the 
human body, the fuzz being a poison to 
most person's flesh and making a very 
irritating inflammation. 

How to destroy the pest is a very 
serious question. Certainly every miller 
destroyed is one less to make trouble, so 
every device which does anything in 
the work of extermination is to be 
approved, but it would seem as if a 
much broader campaign than the per- 
sonal torch or the local broom must 
very soon be inaugurated, if a thorough 
job is to be done. 

The question was one of the prou- 
inent issues before the legislature last 
year. A score or more of bills and 
petitions made the framing of a law a 
most complicated question, and not till 
the last of the session did any agreed 
committee report cOMe before the leg- 
islature for action. The worst snag of 
all was then struck in the opposition of 
the cities and towns most affected to 
any proposition that should make any 
part of the expense come upon either 
municipality or individual, they beliey- 
ing that the state should pay the entire 
bill. It is very clear that with only a 
small part of the state affected, such a 
suggestion would hardly work, and so 
the parties most interested failed to 
secure any relief legislation. 
| It would appear to be only a fair 
| division of the burden for the state, or 
| the nation, to bear the greater part of 
| 
| 


the expense for abating such a nuisance 
as this is; the damage is widespread 
and impossible of confinement: to any 
one backyard or township. But to en- 
tirely free the owner of the property 
affected, or the™ town imost directly 
interested, ‘from any share of the ex- 
pense, would seem to be eminently wn- 
fair. The seriousness of the: trouble 
|} demands a united force to combat it.

MINING REGIONS IN MISSOURI 


Correspondent of the Townsman Writes Interestingly of the 
Conditions There. 


“Change cars for Prosperity,’ called 
the.eonductor of the Southwest Mfssouri 
Electric Railway car, after a half hour’s 
ride from Carthage. 
cently started mining camp, is a great 
muddle of huge mounds of crushed 
stone about a score of tall smoke-stacks 
and hoisting elevators, and engirdled by 
an irregular array of 
painted buildings, 
store or two, some saloons and restau- 


rants, and about a hundred little-cot- | 


tages comprise the town. 
For quite an area, extending many 


miles into Kansas, this region is capped | 
with a thi¢k layer of limestone, and in | 
the frequent fissures and caverns have | 


fornied the stalactite and stalagmite 
crystals of calcite (called “tiff” here- 
abouts), found in connection with rich 
deposits of zinc ore and lead. As one 


approaches Joplin he is impressed with | 


the extent of this industry. Great 
mounds of “tailings’’ shut out the land- 
scape, and the singular shaft houses and 
ore-mills appear in all directions. Pros- 
pecting is being carried on all the time, 
and occasionally a farmer finds a thick 
layer of good ore while digging a well. 
Strikes of exceptional richness have 


been made along a narrow depression 


nearly six miles in length, named the 
Ten O'clock Range; and so uniform have 


been the high profits that prospectors | 


are eagerly seeking another lay of land 
which will receive the sun’s full beams 


only at ten o'clock.

writer saw six of these great chasms 


within an area of ten acres and in only , 


one was work abandoned, In two the 
crust had fallen in such a manner as to 
cause a gulf a hundred yards across and 
almost two hundred feet deep, and to 
expose some of the galleries in which 
miners are still working. All engaged 
about these mines make good pay, $1.75 
being about the lowest daily wages. The 
work is hard and hazardous. : 

Whether speculation or actual demand 
forced zinc ore up to $56 a ton in 1900, 
no one seems to know. But at that. rate 
profits were enormous and there, was a 
great boom throughout this district. 
The rate now is about $35 a ton, $53 for 
lead, and the boom. is off. Still, hun- 
dreds of mines are paying large dividends 
and there are thousands of miners about 
here. “ Accerding to Government _re- 
ports, 22 per cent of the world’s supply 
of zinc comes from this region. 

In the ore mills the finely crushed ore 
is passed through long troughs.or “jigs” 
where running water brings the lighter 
limestone to the surface, and the heavy 


ore sinks, and the stone is lifted by an | 


endless belt to the top of a tall elevator 
and discharged through spouts to the 
pile of tailings. Some of these heaps 
are sixty feet high, aud the view from 
one causes contlicting emotions to one 


who sees both the industry and the deso- | 


lation, and notes the occasional devasta- 
tion by a cave-in.

The li- 
cense laws of Missouri require a large 
portion of the income from sales of 
liquor to go to the making of good roads.

eral southwesterly direction. Chief of 
these is the Ozark range; on a high plat- 
| eau of which is situated Springfield, a 
busy manufacturing city of 38,000, and 
the seat of Drury college. This inter- 
esting town, 1600 feet above sea level, 
escapes the prevailing temperature of 
Missouri in summer, and boasts a good 
touch of New England weather in winter. 
Carthage is acharming New England 
' town (city?) of 12,000, its homes almost 
hidden beneath the foliage of large 
trees—persimmons and pecans sharing 
with oaks the places of honor—and its 
people displaying an unconscious refine- 
‘Ment apd cordiality most delightful. 
The citizens manifest a fine public spirit 
in their support of the local Chautauqua 
Assembly, which has just closed. Per- 
haps the most noteworthy, among many 
eminent lecturers, was Capt. Richmond 
P. Hobson, U. 8S. N., whose oration on 
July 4, was an intensely patriotic and 
convincing plea for an adequate navy. 
We miss here the morning bird con- 
cert that we had at home. The jay is 
the bird most in evidence here, robins 
and red-headed woodpeckers are also 
very numerous about the lawns, and in 
the outskirts of town the catbird’s soft 
notes are heard all day. Out in the 
country the meadow lark, the mocking 
bird, the hermit thrush, and the brown 
thrush are the best singers. Some of 
our famifar birds are unknown here, 
the orioles, the grosbeaks, the warblers, 
finches and vireos; but the brilliant 
cardinal, shrike, blue heron, lapwing, 
and various owls, are common. 
| Toone who has not known the West 
for fifteen years the first point of differ- 
ence from former times is the work of 
prosperity in full trains everywhere. 
Not of people going to the World’s Fair, 
but of those going a short distance, 
usually, There is money to spend for 
| railway tickets. But just now there is 
| fear of a great financial stringency. 
, Through three of these states the rain-

| The wild flowers make the prairies 
beautiful at this season. There are fre- 
| quent thickets of wild roses, the great 
' yellow daisies grow everywhere, and the 
| dwarf sunflowers are numerous. Very 
striking are the clumps of flaming scar- 
| let ‘“chigger-weed,” the tall “nigger- 
| heads,” the bunches of pink horsemint 
| and the crimson poppies. The nigger- 
| heads are daisies from whose large black 
ft 
| 


polls the petals of deep pink bend down- 
ward about the stalks. Unusual luxuri- 
ance is seen everywhere oh the prairies. 
Missouri is a great state for fruit. 
Thrifty young orchards may be seen in 
all parts of the state. Jasper county 
seems to be given more to small fruits. 
Raspberries, biackberries, dewberries 
and cherries are now abundant and 
cheap; but strawberries seem to be the 
specialty of many farmers. Eighty-acre 
strawberry beds are not rare, and a 
score or more of men about here culti- 
vate so large an area as to fill a freight 
car from one picking. :

Tolstoi Arraigns the Czar. 

What Count -Tolstoi thinks and has 
dared to say about the war with Japan 
and the ezar’s war position is contain- 
ed-in a letter to the London Times. 

“Again war,” it begins; “again suf- 
ferings necessary to nobody, utterly 
uncalled for; again fraud; again. uni- 
versal stupefaction and brutalization 
of men.” Referring to the czar and to 
the wartime observ- 
ances, Tolstoi says: 

“This unfortunate, 
entangled young 
Inan, recognized «as 
the leader of 130,- 
000,000 people, is 
continually deceived 
and conipelled — to 
contradict — himself. 
He confidently 
thanks and blesses 
the troops,” whom 
he calls his own, for 
murder in defénse of lands which with 
yet less right he also calls hisown. All 
present to each other hideous icons in 
which not only no one among the ed- 
ueated believes, but which the unlearn- 
ed peasants are beginning to abandon. 
All. bow down to the ground before 
these icons, kiss them, pronounce 
pompous and deceitfule speeches in 
Which no one really believes.” He tells 
how the wealthy give insignificent por- 
tions “of thelr immorally - acquired 
riches” and the poor their mites also 
to support the war.

Czar Acquits Finland. 

In appointing Prince Obolinsky as 
governor general of Finland the ‘ezar | 
formally aequits the people of Finland 
of complicity in the murder of General 
Bobrikoff, attributing the erime to one 
men only. The czar intimates that the 
policy of Bobrikoff will be carried out 
by his suceessor and that the Finns 
must sink their ntional spirit in that 
of Russia. 


Reyes Elected President. 


The American charge at Bogota re- 
ported July 6 that General Reyes on 
that day had been declared elected 
president of Colombia. 


Tibetan Fort Taken. 


British troops in Tibet attacked the) 
fort ut Gyangtse July 6. The armistice 
haying ended . unsatisfactorily, the 
fort, or “jong,” which rests on a cliff 
rising 300 feet from the plain, was 
taken by assault after the artillery 
fire had made a gap in the walls. The 
fort dominates the town and monastery 
beyond. The fort was defended by 
7,000 Tibetans.

The Armenian bishops in Persia, by 
cabling an appeal to Secretary of State 
Hay in the name of Christianity and 
humanity to save innocent lives from 
Turkish barbarians who are~ massa- 
cring thousands, have again raised the 
question of American intervention in 
Turkey. The matter has been under 
consideration by the American cabinet,

Beyond 
this general statement little authorita- 
tive news got past the censorship of the 
opposing powers, and the important 
new factor.in the situation is the de- 
parture of Field Marshal.Oyama from 
Tokyo‘to assume supreme command of 
the Japanese forces. This was thought 
to mean either that Port Arthur was 
about to be captured or that a decisive 
battle with the Russian main army was 
to be risked, or possibly both of these 
eventualities. The effort of the Rus- 
sians to retake Motien pass was suc- 
cessfully resisted by the Japs. Rus- 
sia has called out 450,000 new recruits 
by conscription. The diplomatic fea- 
ture of the war bas been the denial by 
Japan of Russia's charges of cruelty 
to the wounded and mutilation of the 
dead. The Russians at Newchwang re- 
fused to allow the British cruiser Es- 
piegle to enter that port. 


Colorado Queen of Warships. 

The United States armored cruiser 
Colorado has had her unofficial or build- 
ers’ trial off Delaware breakwater and 
has achieved a minimum speed of 22.31 
knots an hour.

The dye works consisted of a two 
and one half story building in which 
are located the carpet beating depart- 
ment.and a one story addition con- 
taining the dyestuffs.

Brig. Gen. J. H. Whitney, com- 
manding the Second Brigade, has offi- 
cially notified the officers and men 
that the brigade has been selected to 
represent the state at the manoeuvres 
at Manassas, Va-, in September, The 
date of the manoeuvre is Sept. 5 to 10 
inclusive and the brigade will probably 
leave a day before the first date and 
return the day after.

A practical talk on camp 
Sanitation and hygiene will be given 
before each company on or before Aug. 
15. 

Stout, broad-toed shoes must be 
worn and company commanders must 
report if the men of their commands 
are not provided with them and why. 
Each company in the brigade will be 
inspected on or before Aug. 15 to see 
if the men have proper clothing and 
shoes for the marveuvres.

MAY TAKE STATE CENSUS’ BY! LESSONS LEARNED FROM TRAG- 


WARDS IF CITY DESIRES. 

Mayor Lynch has received a com- 
munication from Charles F. Pidgen of 
the state census bureau requesting 
him to notify the department if the 
city of Lawrence wishes to avail itself 
of the following provisions of the cen- 
#us act: 

“Section 14—Upon the request of 
the mayor and aldermen of any 
city, made to the chief of said bu- 
reau before the first day of January — 
next preceeding the taking of the 
census, said chief shall direet the 
enumeration to be made in such 
Manner as to show the number of 
inhabitants and legal voters in each 
Street, Square or avenue or in such 
blocks or sections of such city as 
may be agreed upon by’ the mayor 
and aldermen and the said chief; 
and the said chief shall report the 
results of such enumeration of the 
city to the clerk thereof. Upon 
receipt of the report the city may 
make a new division of its wards, 
as provided by law; and a descrip- 
tion of the new ward boundaries 
with the population of the ward 
Shall thereafter be filed by the 
city clerk at the office of. the sec- 
retary of the commonwealth and 
the said bureau.” 

The decennial census will be taken 
in 1906 -and if this city is to have the 
enumeration § provided for notice to 
that effect must be sent before Jan. 1 
1905. : 

There is not so much need of such 
enumeration by the state in thfs city 
as in other Massachusetts cities for the 
list of voters is not taken alphabetical- 
ly throughout the city here as is the 
practice elsewhere, but tne voters are 
taken by wards, but the information 
Which would be furnished by the census 
enumerators would, it is believed, be 
a valuable addition to that obtained by 
the assessors, and it is probable that 
the mayor and aldermen will make 
the request suggested,

| Who 
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EDIES.. 


In his Sunday evening address at the 
Second Baptist church Rey C, C, Earle 
took for his subject recent tragedies 
which have occupied’ the attention of 
the world, the burning of the Iroquois 


theatre and Gen. Slocum, and _ paid 
particular attention to the drowning 
accident in this city July 4. 

He said in part: 

“We do not know why the Lord 


sends disaster and death upon us, we 
can only trust him. Ever since Cain 
slew Abel, mankind has’ been sur- 
rounded by perils, and today man’s 
own inventions, things made first for 
convenience, become a daily menace, 
such as trains, steamships, etc. Perils 
of many kinds surround us and the 
righteous must suffer while often times 
the unrighteous prosper. 

“Today I crossed the dark, swiftly 
flowing river that has borne so many 
away on its bosom towards the sea. 
I stood in the home ‘of one recently 
widowed and I saw before me a woman 
of character, honest and upright, who 
has striven through the years to do 
her duty and who was now left to 
suffer. She is in constant peril from 
physical weakness and the hard strug- 
gles she must endure in order to make 
a living for herself and child. 

“The two girls who went upon the 
river only a week ago, full of life and@ 
happiness, were surrounded by perils 
which they did not realize until too 
late. The fire in the Lroquois theatre, 
the burning of the Gen®ral Slocum, the 
wrecking of the Norge, have cost 
over 2000 livés in less than six months. 


There are many smaller disasters 
which if totalled would add quite a 


little to the death roll. 

“But worse than the physical perils. 
are the moral perils which work so 
insidiously they are not noticed. The 
rum traffic carries down eyery year 
over 75,000 lives but we see no head- 
lines in the papers regarding that 
peril. The young girl attends a dance 
and while heated she goes to the punch 
bowl and sips just a “little ‘punch. in 
which there is a taste of, some. dico- 
holic beverage; she likes it and thus 
cultivates a taste for such things, nev- 
er dreaming’ of peril that -lies there- 
in until it is too late, The young girls 
entered the canoe last Monday 
did’ so ‘light-hearted and care free with 
no dovbt of their ability to handle ‘it, 
they underestimated the «force 
they were to fight against and the ecur- 
rent came swifter and swifter, swecp- 


ing them on to destruction. : 

“IT sat by the bedside of a young 
man. He had been brought up on a@ 
farm in good surroundings and had 
inherited a strong constitution, He 
went to the city, secured a positior 
and by his honest effort and because 


of his strength of character and tiis. 
integrity had worked up to .a position 
of influence. As I sat by his side he 
told me the doctor had said it was 
death if he could not control the appe- 
tite that was within him. That young 
man was on the verge of delirium 
tremens, because he did not realize the 
peril that lies in the beverage he 
drank. Young men, do not have any- 
thing to do with alcohol because if you 
do, just ahead is a dam, which, if you 
once go over, you can never return, 
“The ways of God are past finding 
out. We know the causes that lead tu 
disaster, but we know not why God 
permits such things. But out of calam- 
ities we reap good because it shows 
us the weaknesses that exist and en- 
ables us to prevent such things in the 
future. It also shows us the heroic 
qualities which exist in men, We can 
never tell what is in a man by how 
he looks. The accident last Monday 
showed us one man, the brave hero, 
who risked his life in a vain attempt 
to save the two imperilled girls. Ca- 
lamities will also bring out the baser 
side in some, as in the theatre fire, 
when strong men trampled the wo- 
men and children to death. 
-“Many people start forth in life as 
in a canoe of pleasure, not realizing 
its stern purpose. What we need for 
this voyage is a merchant ship of stout 
oaken timber, a safe pilot and a look- 
out wide awake, then we will sted 
safely past these perils of sinfulness, 
as well as physical dangers, and wiil 
reach the harbor in safety.”
